These have been more reliable than the farther-south Rio and Sao Paulo 
stations such as 700, 840, 860, 1000, 1040, 1100, 1220, and 1220. 


Other Fortaleza, Natal, etc. stations from NE Brazil should have a 
reasonable chance if 760 is "inbooming." 


Southern Africa may also be in play around local sunset during these 
conditions. Longer Northern Hemisphere daylight can combine with 
auroral action to make southerly routes less bothered by 
interference. 


On the West Coast, Down Under / South Pacific DX at dawn acts like 
East Coast reception of Africa and South America at sunset. Salt water 
is your friend in both situations, ditto for directional antennas 
(Mark Connelly, WA1ION, South Yarmouth, MA nrc-am gg via DXLD) 


I also use the lightning map before going out to a beach site to AM 
DX. Many times I just check the weather maps. The fronts move from 
West to East and after a few days without rain I will go out to DX. As 


the rain will be long gone most days.

For Europe and Africa DX I head for Sandy Neck Beach in Barnstable. 
This being on the North side of the cape and also the upper parking 
lot on a hill to enhance DX. 


For South Africa, Argentina, and Brazil I head to a local beach 4 
miles from our home. 


It's called Menauhant Beach in East Falmouth and on the South side of 
the cape. No telephone wires for 800 ft. and gives me a low noise 
floor. The 6ft. X 12ft. mini-loop I point at 130 degrees and the left 
lobe brings in South Africa and the other side lobe sucks up Brazil. 
The beauty of the loop on the truck being it's easy to point in any 
direction and sometimes move the truck (ant.) while recording. Take 
care, (Roy Barstow - East Falmouth - MA. USA, April 27, IRCA iog via 
DXLD) 


Watching the weather on TV several days in advance of a beach 
DXpedition is always a good idea. With maps now available via 
smartphone apps, you can check right from a site at DXpedition time. 


If the closest storms are 200 miles over land or 600 miles over salt 
water, you're probably OK to go. 


I have not done DXpeditions for several years because of a number of 
factors but I do expect to do one this spring and possibly one or two 
in late summer / autumn. 


Besides the beach sites Roy has mentioned, others listed below are 
ones producing good results. Some are more "tuned up" for Europe, the 
Middle East, and North Africa. Others are mostly for auroral action 
into southern Africa, South America, and the Caribbean. The ones I've 
used having the overall best balance of DX quality have been the 
Orleans, MA sites. 


As recently noted by parallel listening by Roy at a beach site and me 
at home, shoreline signal improvement (versus roughly 15 miles inland) 
looks like about 20 dB on real long haul (Persian Gulf area or 
southern Africa, >6000 miles) and about 10 dB on closer-in (~3000 
miles) stuff such as UK and Spain. 


My home site is only about 3 miles from the shore heading south 
towards Venezuela, Colombia, Puerto Rico, etc. so the drop off versus 
the beach only looks like about 5-6 dB that way. Longer paths south 
(e.g. Argentina) are still going to get a bigger kick, maybe 10 dB, at 
the beach versus at the house. 


When incoming angle is very low, the signal acts pretty much like 
groundwave. Looking at some of the V-Soft and Radiolocator listenings 
of a non-directional 1 kW station such as 1340 WMID NJ or 1300 WJDA MA 
over water versus over land give a good idea of how much boost the 
shore site is giving you. 15 dB on the low end of the dial to 25 dB on 
the upper end is not unusual.

It is interesting to move the truck (ant.) as one station will go out 
and another station may come in and moving back to the starting point 
will help with a possible identification. 


That one morning at Sandy Neck Beach in Barnstable when I had carriers 
on Japan frequencies was very helpful. As the ant. went from say 20 
degrees to around 350 degrees the signal was somewhat stronger. Maybe 
also moving away from Spain as they are the major player on a North 
facing beach. 


Now I recently counted the number of Iran stations received at beach 
sites as 35 picked up. 


Now looking at a map I see that India not to far from Iran and yet no 
Indian stations received. Should I still point my antenna toward Iran 
or maybe over the pole? Also would it come in better for any season of 
the year? Take care, (Old Roy, April 29, ibid.)

I learned very recently, though two years late, the government 
licensing office CONATEL Honduras made a bold statement in May 2017, 
by passing a bill that slammed the door on any new broadcast licenses. 
NOT just on FM, but FM, AM, and even TV! Holy cow! Just to keep things 
in perspective, Honduras geographically in comparison, is smaller than 
the state of Kansas. 


I became aware of this decision three days ago. In early 2017 and up 
until early summer, I was deeply involved in entering the Honduras FM 
stations in the WIFDA FM database. Erika Speers, one of the attorneys 
and legal document managers with CONATEL, was communicating with me 
two and three times per week via email, sending me PDF documents as I 
requested them. Not once did she mention this decision to me. Possibly 
she wasn't allowed to. 


Seeing how it had been two years since the FM radio stations from 
Honduras were entered into the FM database, I figured I was overdue in 
checking for updates. I started checking for any FM activity for 
Honduras a couple weeks ago and kept noticing the LATEST FM actions or 
license approvals were in 2017. There isn't anything newer. I started 
digging through the CONATEL/SITAE website, looking at the PDF files 
available for download. I was trying to see if I could learn anything 
about NEW licenses. 


This past Saturday, BOOM! There it was. I found it. It was the 
document that had been published in the La Gaceta, the legal paper in 
Tegucigalpa. I downloaded the document and sent it to Raymie Humbert 
and Jonathan Hamilton, WTFDA members who are both fluent in Spanish. I 
asked them to go to page three, to the lower right column, read that 
particular information, and then give me their take on the matter. 


This is what Raymie said, "Nice catch. Seems like they suspended all 
awards except repeaters saying they had too many applicants for 
remaining frequencies and in TV the market was very fragmented 
preventing the creation of serious economies of scale." 


And this is what Jon's take was on the information- 


"Hi Jim, Article 1 orders the suspension of granting new FM permits 
and licenses, effective on the start date of the resolution, in 
broadcast areas 1-9. 


Article 2 deals with allowing the continued use of previously 
allocated frequencies, granted they do not cause interference. LPFMs 
are not allowed to use repeaters. 


Article 3 of the resolution says it will go into effect on the day it 
is published in La Gaceta (12 May, 2017). That's my take, anyways. 
Hope this helps! - Jon"

Up early before sunrise local here in the desert (29 April), between 
1310 to 1345z I checked 6600 (// 6520 and 4450, etc.) and the fierce 
buzz-hash jamming is back on both 6600 and 6520 Voice of the People 
(clandestine KOR) aimed at North Korea (KRE) - on 27 and 28 April the 


jamming was very minimal on both 6 MHz frequencies of the V of P but 
is now back as usual. 


I note a fair/good station (Taiwan?) on 6045 in Korean with 
beep-jamming from presumed KRE - this at 1330z (I don't think it is 
very effective jamming!). 


4450 KRE jamming on the Voice of the People from South Korea is only 
buzz/hash jamming this morning (29 April - 1315-1345z monitoring time 
- the fascinating stepped-tone (or het) jammer is gone leaving only 
the noise jammers, bummer! ) 


6400 KRE (KCBS) fair but not as good as Nikkei-1 6055 or 
6350/6520/6600 etc..

Today I asked Media Group for comment and was directed to the first 
block of the Canal 6 morning newscast for today.

At about 6:15 in, after greeting the listeners to the radio simulcast, 
host Laura Yadira Marin asks listeners for a "bit of patience", 
explaining that yesterday, her colleague was angry because "they have 
this campaign against us, and we know who's running it. Us Mexicans, 
unfortunately, are very prone to blaming everyone when things go 
wrongoexcept ourselves. As such, we completely recognize that there 
are people that have not had things go well or like they thought at 
this outlet or in other media, and they'll say, "well, that outlet was 
on its way out anyway". ... We're here, you're watching us, listening 
to us. We're not going to disappear. In fact, in the near future, 
you'll be hearing us on FM, and in L-zaro C:rdenas and Zamora, in the 
coming weeks. We have to build the stations. I guarantee that, in the 
coming weeks, you'll be hearing us on FM in Morelia. 


Meanwhile, you used to listen to us [Marin and Rafael Cortes] on 1240 
AM and the question is, "But why 1240?" Well, 1240 AM is property of 


Media Group Radio dOxauthorized by the IFT and owned by this company. 
Media Group has a strategic alliance with Radio Ranchito, which had it 
for 4Q-some years and they're on 102.5 FM now, but in a strategic 
alliance." 


I'd like to point up that at no time did I say that Media Group Radio 
was folding, though I have accurately reported the programming and the 
promises Media Group is making on FM stations. 


I am not aware at this time of any applications, either in the 
pipeline or awarded, that would allow Media Group to get on FM in most 
of the markets. 


There are no pending social FM stations for L:zaro C-rdenas or 
Morelia, markets in which it would need to lease a station to get on 
the FM dial.

Those bidders pushed the final cost to 19.1 
million pesos, compared to TV Rey de Occidente's 98.1 win for 2.9 
million. 


Unlike IFT-4, IFT-8 is slated to include a commercial A for Morelia, 
added in the 2019 PABF expansion, and there are two As for the Uruapan 
area (Raymie, April 29, ibid.)

As the Combos of '94 have come up for renewal, some owners have opted 
to just give up the AM ghost. The first such case was XEVU, which on 
June 1, 2017, formally communicated to the IFT its desire to surrender 
the 720 AM frequency it had broadcast on for 40 years. 


There were 83 combos initially awarded by the SCT in 1994, in the 
final month of the presidency of Carlos Salinas de Gortari. XEVU's 
surrender was actually the first time a combo had given up the AM. 
Since then, stations from Hermosillo to Canc’n have followed suit. 


In addition to the 14 combos that have been surrendered, Glenn Hauser 
in 2018 said 7 more stations were silent. These are XEHLL, XEOPE, 
XECHH, XECHG, XEZN, XEBQ, and XELI. In the case of XELI, it is worth 
noting the concession has expired, though XHLI-FM/Gro. is still on the 
air.

Chris Maroleng's sacking causes further strife 
at South African broadcaster SABC

South Africa's public broadcaster, the SABC, is once again facing 
turmoil following the sudden removal of COO Chris Maroleng and 
concerns over an urgent cash bailout. 


Several SABC staffers told The Africa Report that they won't be paid 
this month. The broadcaster needs billions of rand to pay salaries and 
other outstanding payments to production companies. 


* The SABC is Africa's largest broadcaster with several news and 
radio outlets broadcasting in several languages. 


* The SABC's mission statement says it aims to be a "high-performing, 
financially viable, digitised, national public broadcaster that 
provides compelling informative, educational and entertaining 
content via all platforms". 


But to do this money is needed. 


Communications minister Stella Ndabeni-Abrahams indicated that her 
department is in discussion with the Treasury for a financial bailout 
for the ailing broadcaster. 


* Responding to a written parliamentary question from the Freedom 
Front Plus party, Ndabeni-Abrahams said: "While government 
recognises that the SABC requires urgent financial assistance, a 
final decision on the type of assistance as well as the exact 
amount has, however, not been reached." 


* The SABC says it needs R6.8bn ($468m) to stay afloat, with 
management telling parliament it is facing, "insolvency if nothing 
[is] done about its financial situation". 


* SABC staffers told The Africa Report that the government has "no 
choice" but to bail out the SABC, as it is "too big to fail". 


How did Africa's largest broadcaster get here? 


The SABC is reeling from years of poor financial management and 
corruption within. 


Under the management of close Zuma ally Hlaudi Motsoeneng there were 
some serious irregularities, including a deal with Multichoice for 
which Motsoening got a R11m bonus, and high salaries to several senior 
staffers. 


* The SABC has asked the Special Investigations Unit (SIU) to recover 
millions of dollars from Motsoeneng. He has denied any wrongdoing. 


Last year the SABC introduced cost-cutting measures including the 
announcement that it was going to retrench hundreds of workers. This 


was later abandoned after some pressure from unions. 


* A senior staffer tells The Africa Report retrenchments are going to 
be inevitable "as there is a lot of dead wood in the organisation". 


Maroleng gets the chop 


Last week, in vintage Ramaphosa style, the President appointed eight 
new board members to fill the vacancies on the Board with immediate 
effect. 


Then, on Tuesday, the newly appointed board announced that its COO, 

Chris Maroleng (who also goes by Chris Maroleni)'s contract had been 
terminated with immediate effect following an internal disciplinary 

hearing. Maroleng was appointed in January 2018 to sort out the mess 
post-Motsoeneng. 


* Speaking to SABC radio, Maroleng says he will be seeking legal 
advice to clear his name. "Certainly, I will be taking legal advice 
to decide what the next steps are, but it was a harsh decision and 
I will appeal it as it does not warrant dismissal." 


* "It's very important that we set the record straight. I acted in 
the interest of the SABC at all times and perhaps I might have 
acted in poor judgement with some issues but I will appeal the 
decision," he said. 


Charges against Maroleng include: 


* Approving a monthly acting allowance of just over R15,000 for an 
employee, despite a written human-resources decision to the 
contrary. 


* Two charges relating to protecting a former acting group executive 
against disciplinary action. 


In scenes worthy of a corporate soap opera, SABC insiders told The 
Africa Report that the new SABC board was introduced to staffers on 
Tuesday and that Maroleng was part of this meeting, unaware that he 
was facing the axe. 


* A few hours later Maroleng was on several local radio stations 
talking about the shock termination. 


Bongumusa Makhathini, the chairman of the SABC board, told 702 that 
the board's decision "was the outcome of an independent disciplinary 
process which came out with these findings and recommendations". 


Bottom line: The Board is now one member short and far from sorting 
out SABC's financial problems (via Mike Cooper, April 30, DXLD)

WASHINGTON -- Federal officials are scrutinizing the U.S. government's 
Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty news service, established to promote 
democratic values abroad, after complaints it has distributed foreign 
propaganda favorable to authoritarian regimes in Central Asia, 
according to the network, its employees and an internal State 
Department memo. 


State Department officials sent a six-page memo to the leaders of 
Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty earlier this year criticizing a 
pro-government stance by the service's Tajikistan network and urging 
them to intervene following repeated complaints by U.S. diplomats, 
network employees and academics specializing in Central Asia. They 
said the network was providing programming favorable to Tajikistan's 
president, Emomali Rahmon, his government and family. 


The State Department officials also noted that they had asked the 
State Department Office of Inspector General to investigate several 
contracts between the Tajikistan network, called Radio Ozodi, anda 
broadcast company controlled by a relative of Mr. Rahmon for evidence 
of corruption and fraud. The contracts were intended to deliver 
U.S.-backed programming to a wider audience. 


Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty said it too had asked the State 
Department Office of Inspector General to investigate. Its officials 
acknowledged the complaints in a statement published online after The 
Wall Street Journal approached the agency with questions about them. 


"Earlier this month, RFE/RL asked the State Department's Office of the 
Inspector General to investigate," it said in the statement in late 
March. "Corrective action will follow any investigation by the OIG, as 
warranted." The statement said the Tajikistan service had "failed to 
live up to RFE/RL standards." 


The Office of Inspector General, which doesn't confirm or deny whether 
it is conducting investigations, declined to comment. A State 
Department spokesman declined to discuss the details of the memo 
reviewed by the Journal. The official said the State Department had 
raised concerns with Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty. 


Representatives of Mr. Rahmon, who has ruled Tajikistan since 1992 and 
has been criticized in the U.S. and internationally for nepotism and 
for stifling dissent and religious freedom, didn't respond to requests 
for comment about the coverage and other issues. 


Radio Free Europe, founded in 1950 to broadcast to Eastern Europe, and 


Radio Liberty, founded in 1953 to broadcast to the Soviet Union in 
Russian, both of them to combat Soviet propaganda, merged in 1976. Use 
of the network's broadcasts to support authoritarian regimes would run 
counter to the network's mission statement, which says it is designed 
to "promote democratic values" in places where independent journalism 
is banned.

The network is overseen by the U.S. Agency for Global Media, or USAGM, 
an independent agency formerly known as the Broadcasting Board of 
Governors, which also controls Voice of America and other outlets and 
is monitored by the State Department. In the wake of the complaints 
and continuing investigation, two high-level officials of Radio Free 
Europe / Radio Liberty, its regional director for Central Asia and its 
Tajikistan service director, have resigned, Radio Free Europe / Radio 
Liberty said. 


Indicating the depth of concern, a group of academics who specialize 
in Central Asia wrote in a letter published in March on the Open 
Democracy website: "Radio Ozodi, once the most credible source of news 
and information in the country, has become a mouthpiece for the deeply 
corrupt authoritarian government of Tajikistan's President, Emomali 
Rahmon." 


The academics and U.S. diplomats said the network's leaders haven't 
recognized the extent of the problem and the potential damage to U.S. 
credibility in the region. "I don't think it should be swept under the 
rug," said Edward Lemon, a fellow at the Daniel Morgan Graduate School 
of National Security in Washington, D.C., who was among scholars who 
signed the published letter. "We want to raise public awareness." 


Among coverage criticized as questionable, most of which was carried 
in Tajik, an article on the Tajikistan service's website in December 
reported that youth in the Tajik capital of Dushanbe increasingly were 
asking their barbers to style their hair like that of Mr. Rahmon's 
oldest son, Rustam Emomali, his political heir, who is the city's 
mayor. It quoted a student explaining that many consider the son "a 
model of a young and successful leader and they are trying to imitate 
him in everything."

Another report, in January, cited a survey by the police force that 
found that 81% of the population in Tajikistan approved of the force, 
which has been criticized for its treatment of dissidents and 
detainees. The article since has been removed, although archived 
copies remain. 


The Tajikistan news service also carried a report earlier this year 
stating that frequently blocked social-media sites, a major vehicle 
for the views of banned opposition groups in the country, cause 
divorce and family problems, according to academics. 


Meanwhile, complaints of broadcasting pro-government propaganda like 
those against the Tajikistan news service have also been leveled in 
recent years against the network's news service for nearby Kazakhstan, 
prompting an internal review by Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty in 
2017. Network officials said the complaints alleged that the 
Kazakhstan service had shifted to a pro-nationalist, pro-government 
stance several years ago, but the review found insufficient evidence 
to support the claims. 


The State Department memo on the Tajikistan service, written by 
officials of the department's Bureau of South and Central Asian 
Affairs, said relationships between members of the Radio Free Europe / 
Radio Liberty staff and Tajik government officials may have allowed 
the network to fall under government influence for several years. 


"There are serious concerns about RFE/RL's credibility in Central 
Asia, particularly the Tajik language service," the memo said. "The 
outlet's known [U.S. government] affiliation has undermined USG 
regional messaging and credibility with foreign audiences and 
governments. " 


The memo said the contracts, with a local entity, Radio Imruz, 
covering a period from August 2016 to July 2019, had been reported by 
the State Department to the Office of Inspector General because the 
local entity is owned by President Rahmon's brother-in-law, Hasan 
Asadullozoda.

USAGM officials said the contracts were awarded after a 
competitive-bidding process. U.S. government records list the value of 
contracts at about $140,000. Mr. Asadullozoda didn't respond to a 
request for comment. 


Daisy Sindelar, Radio Free Europe / Radio Liberty's acting president, 
confirmed that State Department officials had shared the memo with 
her, but she said in an interview that the memo wasn't an official 
complaint and that some claims were impossible to verify because they 
were unsourced. 


A USAGM spokeswoman said when asked about the document: "To our 
knowledge, there is no official report from the Department of State 
about RFE/RL's Tajik service." 


Ms. Sindelar confirmed some of the memo's assertions, including that 
the Tajikistan service's director, Sojida Dhakfarova, who stepped down 
this month, was formerly married to a onetime senior Tajik government 
official, Saimukhtor Bekov, head of investigations in Tajikistan's 
antinarcotics agency. 


Mr. Bekov was arrested in 2015 by the Tajik government on 
bribery-related charges, according to media reports and the memo. 
Radio Ozodi didn't carry news of his arrest when it happened, even 
though it was widely covered in local media, according to the memo. 
The broadcasting service reported the arrest 11 days later, omitting 
Mr. Bekov's name, the memo said, an assertion confirmed by Ms. 
Sindelar. Mr. Bekov was later found guilty and sentenced to a prison 
term. 


Ms. Dhakfarova didn't respond to a request for comment, and Mr. Bekov 
couldn't be reached (via Mike Cooper, WORLD OF RADIO 1980, DXLD)

3215 is S9+20 with TOMBS at 0504, despite WWCR’s own 
pdf program schedule still dated April 1 showing this at 0300-0500 
only Tue-Sat, then off the rest of the night. TOMBS is still running 
on 3215 at 0610 check, when 5890 is still OC/DA. 4840 which was 
modulating earlier, is now S9+10 of OC/DA despite scheduling as TOMBS 
all-night 0600-1200 weekdays (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 890, April 26 at 1133 UT, with KTLR OKC nulled, 
““Esc’chenos, la nueva radio cristiana’*, i.e. KVOZ; searching on that 
slogan leads to two of my own logs in 2011 & 2012, so it’s hardly new! 
NRC AM Log shows CoL as Del Mar Hills, with address in McAllen, so a 
suburb of that?

very armchair - 28 April 2019. Looking at their daytime vs. nighttime 
pattern, the daytime lobe would put a good signal here to the east.

The area just below the 80 metre amateur band has been a free for all 
for many, many years. Some are legitimate military users or "fish 
phones", but there's also plenty of unauthorised usage. 


The fact that it's lower, not upper, sideband suggests that it's not 
an authorised user (almost all professional and military SSB traffic 
is USB - it's only amateurs, CBers and "outbanders" who use LSB). This 
isn't anything like a broadcast feeder, it's just someone fooling 
around (probably to the annoyance of both legit users, and fellow 
pirates who just want to chat). 


Apparently, the informal calling channel is 3470 kHz. Better known is 
the legendary Echo Charlie Net, a sort of pirate amateur band around 
6.6 MHz with 6670 kHz LSB as the calling channel. It's been in use 
since the 1970's and probably longer, originally using war surplus 
radios like 19 and 62 sets. Most modern amateur radios will transmit 
there with only a simple mod such as changing a link, clipping a diode 
and / or some unusual button presses. 


There are many other places where such outband activity takes place, 

usually close to amateur bands. Another good place to listen is 27555 
kHz, the calling channel for worldwide (illegal) CB operations (Mark 

Palmer, ibid., WORLD OF RADIO 1981) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 11712.3 approx., May 2 at 1412, SSB talk, but cannot get 
it to resolve by tuning USB or LSB back and forth. Could be third 
harmonic of a ham around 3904, where nothing is heard, lower band not

BEGINNER'S CLASSROOM FOR May 2019 === Station Identification 


One of the most important audio iclipsi for which a radio listener 
waits is the station identification. This is the best measure for 
correctly logging a station heard on MW, SW, FM, Amateur and other 
services. In this monthis classroom, we will look at rules and 
practices in Canada and the United States for broadcasting a proper 
and/or known station ID in various parts of the radio spectrum. 


Mediumwave and FM Stations 


I found it very difficult to find the exact rules for proper station 
IDs in Canada. After consulting with the CRTC (Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission) as well as other 
Canadian Government services, I cannot seem to find any specific rules 
on identification of an FM or MW radio station. My understanding is 
that once an hour an FM or MW station must broadcast their call 
letters, frequency and transmitter location, but there is no clear 
evidence of this in any documents Iive searched. 


In the United States, the rules have relaxed a bit from the old days 
of having to have an ID every half hour within two minutes of that 
time. Now the ruling states as follows from the FCC (Federal 
Communications Commission): iA legal identification must be run once 
per hour of broadcasting.i 


Usually, this proper ID must be run as close as possible to the top of 
the hour during a programming break. The FCC states that a legal 
station identification must include the call letters of the station 
and the city of license, and must be announced in that order. Station 
jingles and icutei IDs such as iclassical 103 FMi or itodayis hottest 
hits 10801 are not valid identifications. 


Shortwave Stations 


The way a SW broadcaster identifies on shortwave it technically up to 
the station itself. Almost all USA shortwave broadcasters use their 
call letters as identification, and give a voice ID at the top of the 
hour. The VOA and its subsidiaries also broadcast an ID at least once 
or twice per hour. 


In Canada, the two remaining SW outlets are actually simulcasts of a 
domestic station: CFVP on 6030 kHz from Calgary is actually CKMX 1060 
kHz MW and CFRX on 6070 kHz from Toronto is actually CFRB 1010 Mw. 
These two stations have their own separate SW Identification once per 
hour [has anyone really heard them lately? Please record --gh]. 


Time Signal Stations WWV, WWVH and WWVB operate as time signal 
stations in the United States. Usually, all three stations identify 
themselves by call sign every minute, and identify by call sign and 
location once every hour or half-hour. 


[Re WWV and WWVH -- not exactly. They do not ID every minute. You just 
have to know that time announcements by the female voice are WWVH and 
the male is WWV. Both have full IDs twice an hour, before and after 
the bottom and top of hours. No voice IDs on WWVB, or any? -- gh] 


In Canada, CHU identifies itself every minute, first in English then 
in French on the even minutes, and first in French then in English on 
the odd minutes. 


Amateur Radio In Canada a ham radio operator must identify his/her 
station by transmitting the call sign assigned to that station. This 
rule comes from the Standards for the Operation of Radio Stations in 
the Amateur Radio Service. It is also common courtesy to ID oneis 
station at the beginning and end of each major transmission, and when 
contacting a station or calling iCQi (a general call for anyone to 
respond). In the United States the rules include identifying your 
station by giving your call sign at least once every 10 minutes during 
a contact and when the contact is concluded. The purpose of 
identification here is to state the source of the radio signal. This 
includes giving notice if oneis transmission is mobile, or is in 
another call sign prefix area. For example, when I was WA3MRF in 
Pennsylvania, if I were operating a transmitter in New Jersey I would 
state my calls as WA3MRF/2 (or portable 2). There are also rules for 
aeronautical and marine communications in most countries. You can 
check out Internet websites for proper station ID in your country or 
region. I hope you are all having a wonderful spring (or autumn if you 
are located in the Southern Hemisphere!

On this cruise, my wife 
and I purposely chose a cabin on deck 1, the closest to the water, to 
avoid some of the motion we experienced last year in the Pacific. The 
down side is that we have no balcony, and only a window, not very 
large to boot. I chose to bring my Perseus SDR on this cruise, fed by 
thin coax from a 1 meter diameter loop ALA 100 attached to the window 
via rubber suction cups. I can say that MW reception is very decent 
with this method. SW, however, remains quite poor. We are cruising 
from Tokyo, to Hokkaido, and now on to Kodiak AK, and finally down to 
Vancouver, BC. 


Thinking that Japan would be wall to wall in AM stations, I was 
surprised to find this not the case. As we approached Hokkaido, there 
were only 4 stations on the band during the day in both ports we 
visited. The rest of the band was pretty absent of signals. Plenty 
more, though in Yokohoma and along the east coast of Honshu. 


I'm pleased with the low noise floor measuring - 130 dB, and just a 
little worse at the top end of the X-band around -125 to - 120 dB. 
This was similar to my results with an Elad FDM S2 last year. 


Attached is an mp3 file of NHK2 sign on, in this case 1125 JOIZ 
Muroran at 2100 UT. We all know the beautiful sign off, but I haven't 
heard the sign on before. Unfortunately, no local ID heard, just a 
generic NHK ID. Today, one day out from Hokkaido, and the band was 
totally empty until nightfall, and even now, signals are weak. 73, 
from the North Pacific! (Walt Salmaniw, 0405 UT May 2, IRCA iog via 
DXLD) 


Daytime DX at Hong Kong's Dream Ocean Cliff Site 
Gary DeBock Apr 27 #403 


Long distance radio communication was extremely important in the 20th 
century, and Hong Kong's British government needed to choose the 
optimal site for the territory's Shortwave communication antennas-- 
both for military and civilian purposes. After an extensive search and 
detailed analysis they made their final choice-- Cape D'Aguilar, an 


awesome plunging cliff at the Southeast tip of Hong Kong island. 


By fortunate coincidence, my long term Hong Kong Chinese friend King 
Mo Sham (VR2GH, who was also the Best Man at our wedding in 1990) 
works at Hong Kong Telecom, and is very familiar with this entire 
area. It is semi-restricted because of security-related antennas at 
the site, but King Mo made sure that I was able to get the ocean cliff 
setup site offering the best daytime DX reception from both Taiwan and 
the Philippines. This required a one hour hike in the subtropical heat 
around midday, but every step was well worth it. Cape D'Aguilar is a 
plunging ocean side cliff in the same league as Oregon's Rockwork, 
although it has a somewhat curved shape like Oregon's Cape Perpetua, 
resulting in enhanced transoceanic DX from both the east (Taiwan) and 
the south (Philippines). 


No doubt this would be the ideal Hong Kong site for enhanced 
transoceanic DX from North America -- if only it had better access, so 
that antennas didn't need to be carried in with a back pack. Hong 
Kong's 518 kHz NAVTEX antenna is located on Cape D'Aguilar (see 
photo), but at a location far enough away so that RFI from that source 
isn't a serious problem on most MW frequencies... 


Anyway, after the one hour hike with VR2GH and his family on April 6th 
I was able to deploy my 7.5 inch loopstick CC Skywave SSB Ultralight 
right on the plunging slope of awesome Cape D'Aguilar, with a sweeping 
view of distant offshore islands in the South China Sea. Only a few 
days earlier I had thoroughly investigated low band daytime DX on the 
salt water beach of Macau (60 miles west) with the same modified 
Ultralight, so I did have a benchmark reference list of Asian stations 
to work with. 


But on the very first frequency of 531 kHz (which had no signals in 
Macau but a mix of BCC Taiwan and an UnID here), it became pretty 
obvious that the 20th Century British administrators had made the 
perfect antenna site choice! 549 also had two stations mixing, neither 
of which had shown up in Macau. 


Highlights were 12 Taiwan stations received from 531 to 810 kHz in 
bright daylight, with the solid rock cliff blocking enough of local 
675-RTHK (6) to allow fair reception of Taiwan's Cheng Sheng BC on the 
same frequency. The Taiwan Fishery parallels 738-BEL2 and 1143-BEL3 
were both at front end-crunching levels at over 390 miles (632 km) 
despite the bright sunlight. My wife and our friends thoughtfully left 
me at the site for a full hour as they enjoyed the Cape's other 
attractions-- more than enough time to track down multiple Taiwan and 
Philippine stations over hundreds of salt water miles well before 
sunset!

(Sort of) Long Range DXing in Hong Kong 
Gary DeBock 4:53am = #475 


Prior to our April trip multiple warnings had been received from 
Japan, Australia and New Zealand that Hong Kong was a very tough DXing 
environment, and that long range expectations should be modest at 
best. Upon arrival in the ultra-crowded environment I was getting a 
crash course in RFI noise, restricted private beaches and the almost 
total lack of privacy and security at public beaches around sunrise or 
sunset. Medium wave DXing as a hobby didn't seem to exist in Hong 
Kong, and despite the numerous eBay sellers offering Ultralight 
radios, a very thorough search couldn't turn up any such radios for 
sale in local stores. 


A huge collection of Mainland Chinese and Hong Kong pests plastered 
the entire band from top to bottom, to the extent that I hadn't even 
been able to track down a single station from either Japan or Korea 
for the first five days. After five days (out of seven) my results 
were limited to Hong Kong, China, Taiwan, the Philippines, Vietnam, 
Thailand, Kampuchea and Bangladesh. 


Setting up the 5" FSL around sunrise or sunset would have been a great 
idea, except that there was no accessible public beach offering decent 
security or privacy for the idea -- and the other Hong Kong venues 
seemed saturated with tall buildings and RFI. It was a Catch 22 
situation that seemed to rule out any gain antenna setup, which in 
turn would probably rule out any long range results. No wonder why the 
vast majority of visiting hobbyists write the place off for serious 
DXing! 


There was still one wacky idea that could be tried, however. I had 
brought along a 7.5 inch loopstick C.Crane Skywave SSB model as my 
main receiver, and by desperate experimentation I had discovered that 
if I stuck the entire radio outside of the jail-like security window 
of our 12th story apartment in a downtown high rise building I could 
somehow escape all of the RFI emanating from the entire building. 


I had absolutely no idea which DXing direction was optimized by this 
wild maneuver, and even after sticking the Ultralight out of the 
window the radio was still surrounded by apartment buildings on all 
four sides (see photo). But since two DXing friends in Japan (Hiroyuki 
Okamura and Satoshi Miyauchi) had courteously supplied me with a list 
of big gun Middle East, African and European MW stations that they 
typically can receive in Japan around sunrise with decent gain 


antennas on favorable ocean beaches, what did I have to lose by going 
after them with a 7.5 inch loopstick in the downtown Hong Kong 
concrete jungle? 


Hiroyuki-san and Satoshi-san's list included such exotic fare as 
702-BBC (Oman), 72Q-BBC (Cyprus), 917-Nigeria, 936-Iran, 990-Radio 
Sawa (Cyprus), 999-TWR (Moldova), 1134-Kuwait, 1233-Monte Carlo, 
1413-Vesti FM (Moldova), 1413-BBC (Oman), 1431-Radio Sawa (Djibouti), 
1449-Iran and 1548-TWR (Moldova). It's probably safe to say that no 
other 7.5 inch loopstick in radio history was ever been drafted into 
such a wildly optimistic long range DXing adventure. 


As I stuck the souped-up Ultralight outside the window at 6 AM local 
time (2200 UT) on April 6th I gave a try for anything on 702, 1413 or 
1530 kHz (which was one of my own wildly optimistic additions, VOA in 
Sao Tome). 702 was plastered by China and a Filipino, and 1530 was 
ruined by another Filipino with horrible audio. But 1413 had something 
relatively weak in a Slavic language, which didn't sound Asian at all. 
After recording the station and posting it on Real DX the language was 
identified by Mauno and Dmitry as Russian, which matched the language 
format of Vesti FM in Grigoriopol. Moldova (at 4,869 miles/ 7,835 km). 
There was some confusion because I still didn't know that a morning 
session in Hong Kong at 0600 local time on April 7th was actually 2200 
UT on April 6th UT, but wow, what a shocker! 


After this confirmation that a souped-up Ultralight could indeed be 
competitive in the Hong Kong concrete jungle for receiving Eastern 
European DX around sunrise, I went for broke the next early morning, 
tracking down decent signals from 1413-BBC in Pashto from Oman at 1828 
UT, 1431-Radio Sawa in Arabic from Djibouti (East Africa) at 2143 UT, 
and a somewhat weaker signal from 1548-TWR in Bulgarian from Moldova 
just after sign on at 1900 UT. 


Time was running out for the Hong Kong trip, however, and despite 
great eagerness to go after more wacky and wild DX like this all the 
gear needed to be packed away for the return trip shortly thereafter. 
I guess the moral of the story is that no matter how hopeless your 
DXing situation seems, never hesitate to push your luck for all it is 
worth -- your radio just might pull off some shocking receptions 
against the odds.

On the NAB show floor, AirwazTV had several demos of the tuner in 
action. There was an Nvidia Shield running showing a live ATSC 3.0 
broadcast using the tuner and even a TiVo DVR recording ATSC 3.0 
broadcasts. 


Right now, the cost is over $800 for the full developer kit, but a 
retail version will reportedly be a lot less expensive. Sinclair has 
promised that they will seed the markets they launch ATSC 3.0 in this 
year with a icheapi ATSC 3.0 tuner. Some sources have said they expect 
the tuners to get down to below $50, but for now, mass production ona

Expect Next Gen TV in Top 40 Television Markets This Year

Consumers can expect to watch broadcast TV with a stunning 4K HDR 
picture and highquality audio for free with an antenna in top 
television markets this year. According to an announcement from 
president and CEO Gordon H. Smith at the National Association of 
Broadcasters meeting this week, ATSC 3.0 is cleared to launch. The 
upgraded TV signal travels through obstacles better than ever 
before, so homeowners can expect better reception with less-powerful 
antennas. 


The technology upgrade also supports receiving TV signals on handheld 
devices and in moving cars, personalization of ads, and interactive 
capabilities like x-ray, but stations will decide whether to flip the 
switch on these optional features. 


What is the timeline? 


The 40 largest TV markets will deploy the new broadcast standard 
beginning this year and complete the rollout to tens of millions of 
viewers by the end of 2020. Extensive testing has already taken place 
in Phoenix, Dallas, Baltimore, Raleigh, East Lansing, and Santa 
Barbara. Specific stations are identified in 19 markets, but since 
the transition is voluntary, the remaining markets havenit identified 
which stations will take the lead. 


Why is this a big deal? 


The new standard brings broadband functionality to broadcast TV, which 


gives audiences the best features available in entertainment all on 
free over-the-air TV. A popular selling point is the hyper-local 
lifesaving alert functions that give first responders more options to 
keep viewers informed in an emergency. The connection also enables 
custom weather alerts and updates on active news stories. Broadcasters 
look forward to the advertising capabilities afforded by the new 
standard. 


How will I know if my station offers it? 


Subject to final approval and licensing, these high population markets 
have identified specific stations.

Remain patient 


The new broadcast standard for over-the-air TV is part of the 
countryis shift toward better, faster connectivity. 


Much like 5G technology is expected to revolutionize wireless 
connections, broadcasters are excited for this innovative technology 
to modernize over-the-air TV. 


Although televisions and handheld devices that take advantage of the 
new signal are not yet widely available, expect to see product 
announcements later this year. CES 2020 will likely feature a whole 
host of newly enabled televisions and devices capable of handling the 
signals, but donit be in a rush to upgrade. The FCC requires all 
stations to broadcast in both formats for years after the new 
technology is available. By the time the new broadcast standard is 


mandatory, you might want a completely different setup than the one 
you have today (via May WTFDA VHF-UHF Digest via DXLD) 


REPACKING INCENTIVE AUXION RESULTS 


The FCC has now released the losing bids in the incentive auction. 
This means we now know which stations tried to sell their spectrum but 
were not bought out. There is way too much information to print here, 
but itis possible to note a few markets. 


I suppose the starting point would be New York. As we already know, 
WNBC-4 sold their spectrum and imoved ini with co-owned WNJU-47. Other 
stations we know sold were WXTV-41, WZME-43, WRNN-48, WNIN-50, and 
WTBY-54. 


Seven further stations tried to sell but were not purchased: WWOR-9, 
WLIW-21, WPXN-31, WEDW-49, WLNY-55, WFTY-67, and WFUT-68. The 
remaining stations did not participate in the auction. 


Looking at Milwaukee, three stations sold A WCGV-24, WVCY-30, and 
WMVT-36. Five stations tried to sell but werenit purchased: WMKE-CD 8, 
WISN-12, WWRS-52, WPXE-55, and WIWN-68. WIWN tried to sell physical 
channel 5; they changed their mind when the bid dropped to $9.3 
million. 


Here in Nashville, eight stations tried to sell; none were bought. 
Stations were allowed to change their proposed disposition fi one 
Nashville station decided to switch from selling altogether to moving 
to VHF-High. It didnit help; they still didnit sell. 


I checked two more markets. In Youngstown, Ohio, three of the four 
stations tried to sell but only WKBN-27 succeeded. In Boise, Idaho, no 
station attempted to sell. 


WTCN & WWHB in Florida have a unique reason for temporary silence. The 
stations have been repacked (to channels 17 & 33 respectively) and are 
installing a new shared antenna. They hired a helicopter to lift the 
new antenna into place. The Presidentis Mar-a-Lago resort (and 
frequent retreat) is located near the tower. On the date scheduled for 
the antenna 1ift0O the President was in townO and the Secret Service 
grounded civilian aircraft in the area. 


The stations have rescheduled the lift. Unfortunately, they were 
unable to do so for a date before April 12th, the end of repack Phase 
2. They will need to temporarily leave the air until the new antenna 
can be installed. 


You wonit find W43BR in the FCC Database. The station has been 


operating under a series of six-month STAs since 1997. Itis owned by 
the local radio station WRPQ, and transmits from a tower near the 
Devils Head Resort east of Baraboo (adjacent to the tower of FM 
powerhouse WOLX 94.9).

Please appreciate that ‘leave it the same as 
always' is likely not going to be a compelling argument as everyone 
has been talking about the ‘death of AM' for so long now that it has 
reached the status of 'big lie' and it is assumed change needs to 
happen -- and that change has nothing to do with programming or 
reducing band noise by revisiting FCC certifications since those 
lobbies are too powerful! Ideas? If you are OK with it, I'll 
incorporate your ideas into the column too! 


But remember the deadline! The FCC is accepting statements opposing or 
supporting the Bryan Broadcasting petition through May 11. Refer to RM 
No. 11836 and the iPetition for Rulemaking to Allow the MA3 
All-Digital Mode of HD Radio for AM Stations.i Your comments don't 
need to be long, but they should be specific and backed by facts! 


MARE Tom Doerr passes along word of yet another broadcaster (WRNJ from 
Hackettstown, New Jersey) that has thrown its two cents into this 
debate by suggesting a ‘final solution' to the "AM Problem". In this 
case, it too is opining ‘digital’ is the answer, but rather than the 
proprietary, but actually deployed IBOC, they are proposing something 
that not only there is no radio currently on the market capable of 
receiving, but which is similarly unproven in the ‘real world.' The 
‘good' news is that it won't destroy AM further except by 
de-populating the band. 


It proposes both a new band (45-50 MHz) and a new modulation scheme: 
DRM+. I'm not holding my breath waiting for this one! See

WRNJ, Hackettstown, N.J., will be filing a petition with the FCC 
requesting they explore moving AM band stations to the near-vacant 45 
to 50 MHz VHF band. 


The AM band is no longer capable of providing a quality service to its 
communities for several reasons. Noise, skip, overly expensive antenna 
systems, varying hours of operation, and directional patterns to name 

just a few immediate issues. And lack of listeners! 


WRNJ suggests the FCC consider the digital transmission DRM+ system, 
along with a simple vertical only, non-gain antenna. The VHF 1 band is 
ideal for local/regional coverage. Exactly the local service that was 
expected during the early days of AM would return. 


[Overcoming DAB+ SFN Challenges] 


The two-way radio licensees of the 45-50 MHz band have all but fled 
the band for either trunked or cell service. This ended the expense 
and maintenance of low band FM mobile radios for the many users. Also, 
Motorola and Kenwood, it is reported, no longer manufacture low-band 
equipment. A scanner covering 45 to 50 MHz at a tower with reception 
from New York City to Philadelphia can go days before hearing a single 
carrier. 


International regulations for ITU Regions Two and Three already call 
for broadcasting between 47 and 50 MHz. As previously mentioned, the 
band is ideal for local/regional coverage and can provide Americans 
with the latest technology from their local stations. 


It would be wise for broadcasters to familiarize themselves with all 
the capabilities of the DRM+ modulation scheme; itis far from just an 
audio transport. Many countries in (ITU Regions Two and Three) are 
already embracing the DRM+ standard, which is so far superior to 


anything weire presently using the USA. Why should we wait any 
longer? 


THE CASE FOR DRM+ 


In July 2008, the Broadcast Maximization Committee published the 
results of their study on AM and proffered the concept of converting 
the Channels 5 and 6 to digital AMis, LPFM, NCEis et.al. (See 
http://www. broadmax.org/wp-content/uploads/2010/12/proposal. pdf) 


That was 12 years ago and nothing has been done about it. 


With this proposal, we would avoid AM noise, nighttime interference, 
adjacent channel issues and eliminate the awful fidelity issues. There 
is occasional skip on the proposed band. Adjacent TV channel 2 
survived it for 50 plus years. Skip is infrequent and probably wonit 
have the deleterious effects experienced with analog. There is skip on 
the AM band every night! 


Additionally, DRM+ channel efficiency is more compact than present 
channel spacing. Spectrum efficiency vastly exceeds anything weire 
using today. The implications of that efficiency are evident. Far more 
information can be packed into DRM+ in much less space. 

A basic explanation of DRM+ can be found here. A more technical 
explanation can be found at this location. Note in the video that 1 kW 
ERP of DRM+ equals the same coverage as a 5 kW conventional 
installation. An efficient system lowers the electric bill. The 
proposed vertical antenna of unity gain reduces tower loading and or 
rent. 


OVERCOMING DRM+ OBSTACLES 


There are no receivers! Right. However, the current state of the art 
in chipsets is such that most new receivers could be capable of 
decoding both DRM+ and HD Radio systems. 


In light of this, we propose a transition period of years for this to 
come to fruition. American broadcasting has spent tens of millions on 
moving TV facilities, and the market responded to the shifts in 
frequency and modulation schemes. The AM band, too, was extended and 
radio manufacturers responded. Simply stated, if not now, when? 


The AM band is beyond practical (economical) use at this juncture. The 
transmission systems are onerous, to say the least. We have to live 
within the bounds of physics, and that, simply put, eliminates todayis 
AM band as it is currently structured. 


Japan will soon be amongst the nations that terminate AM radio 6 at 


the request of AM operators! Italy is converting to DRM+, too. 


We propose that AM operators simulcast the new and old band until the 
market dictates the AM shutdown of dual facilities. We propose the 
system be local and that any who might wish to stay with AM be free to 
stay there. 


Also, with this migration, we expect the AM band may again have a 
chance for wide area service from those who can increase power and 
coverage upon spectrum availability resulting from the migration to 
DRM+ VHF. The FM band would be relieved of the congestion itis now 
experiencing from translators. We would hope that the ownership remain 
local and avoid the dereliction of local community service that came 
with ownership-consolidation. 


Is there any better time to start this than now? I canit think of one 
real negative, can you? 


We look forward to your input if and when the FCC moves forward with 
the petition for rulemaking (via DXLD) 


Isn't that the system that was tried in Canada and died due to lack of 
interest? I don't know if any of the stations that were experimenting 
with it are still using it, but I do know that a number of them asked 
the CRTC to revoke their licenses for it since they gave up on it, 
just as AM IBOC was given up on by most of the stations that 
experimented with it in the US. 73, (Kit W5KAT, CO, ABDX yg via DXLD) 
No, that was DAB+ (gh) 


I would be for it if they stayed analog FM at 20 kHz wide (Kevin 
Redding, Crump, TN, ibid.) 


Some laughable bits in there. The part about skip being rare is one. 
It might have been during or close to solar maximum but I heard 
Wilkes-Barre and OKC pager systems almost every day, during Summer 
from Fortville, Indiana, in the 80's. Wasn't one of the reasons that 
the FCC moved FM from that region to its present location because of

Subject: [SWL] Just spent a pleasant afternoon listening to RHC 


Hi All, Except for Glenn's posts I've seen almost no activity on this 
list for a very long time. So I thought I'd throw my two-cents worth 
in and re-introduce myself. 


First, if there are any who don't know me (probably everybody ;) I'ma 
long time SWL (since the early 1950's) who has had literally hundreds 
of radios and thousands of SWL hours under my belt. But I've slacked 
off a lot in recent years for other pursuits such as chasing NDB's 
(longwave beacons), music and so forth. 


I've been gravitating back towards SWLing though and this afternoon I 
had a very nice time listening to RHC on 11760. I've always loved that 
Cuban music. It's always an easy target here. 


One thing I've noticed is the large decline of shortwave stations to 
listen to, not just because of the low sunspot count either. That just 
means that one has to pay more attention and do some deep digging into 
the noise. 


But this isn't unique to the shortwave bands. A huge number of NDB's 
(longwave Aero Beacons) has gone ‘dark' in recent years and it's 
happening at an ever greater rate. Chasing them has been my number one 
DX hobby for several years. 


One person I've really missed from this list is Duane Fischer, a long 
time friend (now an SK), though I really don't miss his ‘frogs’. 


If you want a real challenge, look for my 10M beacon On 28.290 MHz. 
Normally on the air 24/7 with a mighty 20 Watts measured at the 
antenna. I only turn it off if I'm actively chasing NDB's as it 
overloads the active whip I use for that part of the hobby.

PROPAGATION 
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LIGHTNING MAP WEBSITES [see also thread at BRAZIL [and non]] 


There are numerous lightning map websites out there. Most provide 
near-real-time display of where strikes have been detected. Some, 
especially those linked from TV/radio weather pages, are set up for a 
small geographical area. Others can evaluate all the way around the 
globe. Two questions: 


(1) Who is using which sites and why are those preferred? 


(2) Quite important to those of us who DX SDR files after the fact, do 
any sites have look-back features to let us see what was going on with 
lightning activity hours, days, or even months ago? (Mark Connelly, 
WALION, South Yarmouth, MA nrc-am gg via DXLD) 


Hi Mark, I have this one bookmarked on my PC at home - 
http: //en.blitzortung.org/live_dynamic_maps3.php?map=30 
It allows you to display both realtime and historical strikes. 


The only drawback I've found is that when it opens it shows Europe, so 
you have to do a little dragging to show the US. However, they have a 
new "Vector Map" that allows you to save / bookmark the coordinates 
you want -

Thanks to all for the feedback. The 'blitzortung' site does exactly 
what I need. I was listening to a capture file made on 24 APR at 8 
p.m. EDT (= UTC 25 APR at 0000). The static crashes were enough to 
blow your headphones off. 


Though the sky had been clear here for at least several hours, the map 
for that time (via the site's historical data option) showed a band of 
thunderstorms about 400 miles / 640 km east of here.

It reminds me of when I was at West Dennis (MA) beach at noon ona 
hazy but fully sunny summer day. Car radio was getting demolished by 


static that sounded as though the lightning was right next door. It 
turned out that the storm was just off Cape Hatteras, NC, about 500 
miles to the south-southwest. Again, an all water route, an "RF 
bowling alley." 


In Cappahayden, Newfoundland the DXpedition group was picking up quite 
a bit of static at night on a Beverage aimed at Brazil. The Europe 
Beverage was mostly quiet. That static was coming over 3000 miles from 
the northern coast of Brazil. Again, no land in the way and right in 
the main beam of the antenna. The static propagating over that long 
path had a different sound to it, more like white noise with fewer 
distinct crackles (Mark Connelly, WA1ION, South Yarmouth, MA, ibid.) 
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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 

22 - 28 April 2019 


Solar activity was very low throughout the reporting period. No 
spotted regions were observed on the solar disk. No Earth-directed 
CMEs were observed in available coronagraph imagery. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 22-23 Apr and decreased to normal levels for the 
remainder of the reporting period. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to unsettled. A solar 
sector boundary crossing was observed late on 23 Apr which caused 
several periods of unsettled early into 24 Apr. No other significant 
signatures were observed in the solar wind data. Quiet conditions 
were observed for the remainder of the reporting period. 


Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 
29 April - 25 May 2019 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels over the outlook 
period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to range from normal to high levels. High levels are 
expected on 02-12 May; moderate levels are expected on 29 Apr-01 Mar 
and 13-23 May. The remainder of the outlook period is expected to be 
at normal levels. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to range from quiet to active 
levels. Active levels are expected on 01-02 May and 07 May; 
unsettled levels are expected on 30 Apr, 03 May, 05-06 May, 08-10 
May and 19 May. The remainder of the outlook period is expected to 
be at quiet levels. All enhancements in geomagnetic activity are due 
to the anticipation of multiple, recurrent CH HSSs.
